Discussing an Important Factor in Progressive Breeding 


By Otto V. Battles 


“I’m sorry O. V., but she did not show quite enough ‘gaiety’ 
at the walk to go to the top.” 

This remark was from a well-known British judge at Chicago a 
number of years ago when after he had completed his judging, he 
and I were engaged in an amicable discussion of the rating he had 
given what I still consider was the greatest calf I have 
ever shown. But she did not walk to suit the Britisher 


late summer and fall circuits. But instead of that I feel that I 
must continue to ‘pour it to them’ with the view of having them 
just as fat as I can possibly get them for the opening of the sum- 
mer shows.” Here, I think, we have the general run of exhibitor’s 
opinions in a nut shell. “Is it possible,” say some other exhibitors, 
“to obtain judges who are expert enough to recognize the 
ultimate outcome of a moderately fitted animal that is 


that day in the arena at Chicago when, as a yearling, 
I had high hopes of her going through to a grand 
championship, she had been a junior champion the year 
before. She was a little stale from two years of fitting 
and campaigning over strenuous show circuits and the 
experienced eye of the Scotchman was quick to discern 
it and to evoke the penalty. And he was right, for she 
never did make the show herd again. 

But why, may be asked, make such a to-do over 
a little lack of grace in the walk of an otherwise almost 
perfect animal? I knew at the time and consequently 
had no criticism to offer. I had had an opportunity to 
observe, a few years previously while myself judging 
at the most prominent show in Scotland, how particular 
the founders of our breed are about combining style and grace of 
carriage with an ideal beef conformation, and although the way a 
beef animal walks may seem of little concern, putting it in the 
light of comparison to the gait of a saddle horse, I believe however 
the British are right when they insist on oe oon | good legs 
and good feet under their cattle. I do not recall ever having seen 
a bad walker in the show ring or in the breeding herds of either 
ae Scotland. There must be a reason and here is my ver- 
sion of it. . 

_ In neither Scotland nor England does one find the extremely 
high-fitted breeding cattle that prevail in our American show rings 
and which seem to be necessary to even attract much attention from 
a great many of our judges. 

The British cattle are prime but fresh and nimble on their feet. 
Th Lane enough finish of good quality to indicate their fleshing 
possibilities. 

Why should that not be sufficient? Why should it be neces- 
sary for we American exhibitors to feed some of our most prized 
al — “off their feet” in order to convince the judge of their 
merit { 

I have discussed this question many times with other exhibi- 
to s and they always agree that we are over-doing this fitting 
b.siness, but that under our present system of judging it seems to 
be necessary in order to win. When asked for a remedy to the 
~ uation, they offer different opinions. The one I have heard 
st frequently expressed however, is that we employ too many 
- ges who are not actual breeders but who come in from allied 

ds, many of whom place more emphasis on thickness than upon 

“alities associated with an all-around good breeding animal. But 

\\e breeder-judges proved a superior ability in this respect? Who 
“<n answer that? 

But at any rate, as self-protection, exhibitors are going to 
ntinue to fit their animals to the limit until they have some as- 
rance that a different system of judging is to be followed. This 
the way one prominent exhibitor expressed himself to me during 
e recent Golden Gate International Exposition at Treasure Island 
San Francisco Bay. 

“T know that my cattle, which have been on the road almost 
ntinuously since last August, should be taken home and given a 

ood cooling out and started fresh again in a few months for the 
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fresh and alert on its feet, or must we fit our cattle to the 
point of staleness in order to prove how thick it is possible 
to make them?” 

Please note that I am speaking of breeding cattle 
from which we expect long lives of usefullness in our 
breeding herds after their show careers are ended. The 
same rule would probably not apply to animals shown in 
the fat classes whose ultimate end comes all too soon by 
the way of the block. Excess fat put on them is sold for 
so much per pound, so there is at least no factor of econ- 
omic waste to be considered there as is the case with 
breeding cattle. 

Of course, all highly fitted cattle are not bad walkers. 
In fact, it has been my experience that only a very small 
minority are so effected and as far as my observations go, the ten- 
dency is more noticeable in bulls, and when a highly fitted bull is 
an extremely bad walker he makes a sorry show of himself. He is 
anything but a good advertisement for his owner or for the breed 
he represents. 

There are other things of course, than over-feeding which can 
temporarily at least, effect the walk of an animal and which, in 
my opinion, should not be counted against it by the judge. Some 
of these are: corns, foul-foot, stone-bruises, and too close trim- 
ming. Experienced judges should however, have no difficulty in 
separating these temporary impediments to graceful movement 
from the more serious ones resulting from over-feeding. 

I once had a herdsman who was unusually particular about the 
feet of his animals. He wanted the hoofs shaped perfectly at all 
times. This required frequent trimmings and when this is closely 
done, as was the policy of this herdsman, there is a tendency to 
tender feet for a time. 

This very thing came very nearly ruining our chances at the 
World’s Fair at Philadelphia. The herdsman above referred to had 
taken advantage of a weeks layover at Toronto, Canada, just prior 
to going on to Philadelphia, for doing a very excellent job of foot- 
trimming. Upon arrival at Philadelphia we found that the tan- 
bark arena which was to have been used for the live stock judging 
was in the process of being made over into an amphitheater for 
the staging of the Dempsey-Tunney prize (Please turn to page 48

BEEF

South of the Equator, steers are selling at $3.92. The squat, 
black ships slip downstream away from the packing houses, heeled 
low with the weight of a billion and a half pounds of beef for the 
Europe and Asia trade. 

American beef went to sea in the same way, 50 years ago. But 
last year the United States imported 80 million pounds of canned 
beef from South America and Australia, and took another 3 mil- 
lion pounds of fresh and cured beef from Canada; U. S. beef ex- 
ports formed only 2% of the world’s trade in the meat. 

What’s more, the average American’s beef appetite has dropped 
from 75 to less than 50 pounds. 

This is the spectre that faces America’s cattlemen and their 
67 million beeves this summer. 

Two slim barriers stand today between $10 American beef and 
a flood of Latin American and Australian beef in the home market. 
The sanitary act barring fresh beef imports from nations where 
the hoof-and-mouth disease exists has stood for nearly two decades. 
A tariff duty of 6c a pound has bolstered the act since 1930. 

Canned meat, not barred by the sanitary act, easily pours over 
the tariff. It’s in nearly every grocery store. Politicians in both 
parties, forgetful of home farmers, are saying we must buy more 
goods from South America. 

Economics and natural conditions radically different from those 
in the United States and Canada give the South American, Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand cattle a running start in the price market. 

Under the Southern Cross, 105 million cattle wander the open 
ranges of Argentina, Brazil, Uruguay, Paraguay, Australia and 
New Zealand. Their owners don’t have a winter feeding problem. 
The critters graze 12 months a year. The steer lives under the 
sky from the day he is born until alive or dead he 
climbs an export gang-plank. Land is cheap, taxes low. 


thunders across the price boards in a 
titanic struggle that affects every farmer 


cannot compete with Latin and South Seas steers in the Europes» 
market. The English, the French, the Germans have been buying 
beef at about the same price for a hundred years and, come Wur, 
or come 10 movie stars wrapped in a hamburg loaf, they wouldn’t 
pay any more today, even if they could afford it. American e~- 
port prices were at the $3 level in our 1850-1900 beef hey-dey. Bui 
then we drove the critters to ship-side, squeezed them in, dumped 
corn and hay on the racks and hove-to off the British and French 
coasts until the sea-sick things were sleek and plump enough to 


market. 
After 1900 

Refrigerator ships were developed in the last decade of the 
19th century. But pouring into the U. S. from Europe were a mil- 
lion immigrants a year. We plowed pasture under to give them 
enough wheat and corn, ripped up more ground to meet the de- 
mands of the World War. In the 1920’s, when we turned around 
to look at the beef export trade again, we saw nothing but the hulls 
of British freighters, heel down on the horizon and loaded to the 
gunnels with Latin and South Seas beef, that sold at $5 compared 
to our $9. So we stayed home. 

Meanwhile, home consumption of meat was slipping. Families 
became smaller as young couples moved from farms to factory- 
towns. As realty values rose, and invention made the skyscraper 
possible, city homes lost the cellars where salt and smoked meats 
were formerly stored. In the two-room apartment, shelf and stor- 
age space had to be devoted to tin cans. 

This, in turn, gave the “down under” packers a fresh oppor- 
tunity. While the sanitary act barred fresh beef, it made no stip- 
ulations against canned beef, and canned meat was an item that 
fitted snugly into the city woman’s environment By 1929, the 
“down unders” were shipping 90 million pounds of tinned beef into 
the U. S. each year. The tariff act of 1930 increased duties to (c 
a lb., and in 1931 the imports dropped to 19 million lbs. But year 
by year since then, they have been crawling 
up. In 1937, they reached 88 million pounds;

Another day, another sale, the third and last of the Oklahoma- 
Kansas series. This time we are assembled at the home of the 
Wheatland Farms herd belonging to James B. Hollinger, whose 
farm is but a few miles to the south of the town of Chapman, Kan- 
sas.

An up to date merchant wouid not 
think of conducting his business on an im- 
portant street in a town or city without a 
sign of some kind which informs the public 
about the kind of merchandise handled and 
who is conducting the business. Every Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder is a merchant in the 
country and he should keep the public in- 
formed about his business. He can advertise 
not only his herd of cattle, but also grains 
and ocher commodities that he may have for 
sale. Such a sign is inexpensive and will 
pay excellent dividends on the money in- 
vested. Let us have more attractive farm 
signs along the highways featuring Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. 


The Show Season. 

The show season for 1939 will begin in 
some sections of the country early in July. 
Breeders will have an opportunity to exhibit 
some of their cattle at these fairs. It is a 
splendid means of advertising the breed and 
the individual herds. In order to get the 
maximum results from showing, it is de- 
sirable to have a suitable sign to place 
above the cattle, giving the name and ad- 
dress of the owner.

By cay Quimmen L)ixie Stock Farm’s Erica Harrison 1937 Tops Sale at $510.00 


Thursday before Derby Day, May 4th, 
Kentucky breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle had gathered together for their sec- 
ond annual sale of fifty lots of breeding 
stock. As is frequently the case with a new 
consignment sale, some of the breeders have 
fears as to what their cattle will bring and 
consequently, fail to bring them out as well 
as they might. 

However, despite the general conditions 
of some of the sale cattle, the immature 
animals listed, the sale must be considered 
one of the best of the season and an event 
that will bring more and more seekers of 
breeding stock into the blue grass state. 

Females were sold first, and Colonel Art 
Thompson of Lincoln, Nebraska first called 
upon Mr. William M. Barton, field repre- 
sentative for the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, and “Bill” as is his 
custom, spoke quickly and straight forward- 
ly about the cattle, in the sale and general- 
ly. People seem to like this amiable live 
stock promoter, and well they should, for 
“Bill” is doing a grand job and Secretary 
Tomhave and the Association are indeed 
fortunate to have his services. 

Immediately following Mr. Barton’s re- 
marks, Colonel Thompson opened the sale 
and with yours truly on one side of the ring 
and Bill Barton on the other, bids came 
quite rapidly and in less than three hours, 
the second annual spring sale at Lexington 
had averaged $55.00 more than a year ago, 
bulls bringing an average of $193.23 and fe- 
males selling at $177.10, and a general aver- 
age of $182.09. 

The top bull of the offering came on 
Sterlinthian C. 539654, a November 1937 
calf, consigned by Clarkland Farms, Lexing- 
ton. This calf with two other mates were 
under the care and fitting of Mr. John 
Beaton, herdsman for Clarkland Farms, and 
they all showed great possibilities. Sterlin- 
thian C. 539654 was sired by Sterlinthian, 
one of the herd sires at this Lexington 
farm, and is an intensely bred Perinthian 
bull, tracing to the 1920 International grand 
champion bull five different ways in a five 
generation pedigree. Mr. Robert Patterson, 
Jr., of Dayton, Ohio, a recent purchaser of 
a car load of females from Cremona Farm 
in Marvland, selected this good soggy bull 
to head his herd, and we expect great things 
from him. 

The bargain of the auction, Black Prize- 
lonmere 526402, was consigned by Mr. J. 
Harvey Allen, also of Lexington, and as 
many as four different bull buyers stated 
to me after the auction that they should 
have bought the first bull. But, it happened 
that Black Prizelonmere was the first bull 
to be sold. As is often the case, the first 
bull doesn’t attract as much attention while 
he is being sold as he would do later in the 
auction. However, Mr. Allen, had purchased 
him, and we hope reasonably enough, had a 
season’s breeding service from him and 
offered the bull as an attraction. Edward 
Kelsey and Son of Stamping Ground, Ken- 
tucky were delighted to get him at $215.00, 
and we rather think Mr. Allen will realize 
considerable pleasure in knowing that the 
good young bull stayed so close to home. 

Another bargain, and she was the top of 
the females and the top of the entire sale 
was Erica Harrison 1987 5438904, a Decem- 
ber 1937 daughter of Ballmere 2d 450562, a 
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son of the grand sire, Eileenmere 32d of 
Tolan fame. This very typey young female, 
thick, deep, smooth and one of the nicest 
things to be offered in an auction this year 
was eagerly purchased by Mr. M. C. Helm, 
Manager for Mr. J. C. Lewis’s Lakeview 
Farm, located near Danville in Kentucky. 
Had anyone been present who could use a 
show heifer, she might easily have brought 
one or two more hundred and_ possibly 
doubled the $510.00 for which she was sold. 
Erica Harrison 1937 543904, was consigned 
by Dixie Stock Farm of Lancaster, Ken- 
tucky and too much credit cannot be given 
Mr. James Sanders, “Jimmy” for bringing 
out one in such beautiful bloom as was this 
heifer. 

Generally the sale attracted move visitors 
from farther off than was the case last year. 
Four gentleman came from Louisiana, in- 
cluding the last year’s sale’s best buyer, Mr. 
J. M. Baughman of Tallulah, one from Mich- 
igan, Dr. O. S. Hendren, of Hendren Bro- 
thers, a firm that has been building a grand 
herd of show and breeding stock in Michigan. 
From Ohio came the purchaser of the top 
bull, Mr. Robert Patterson Jr., and from In- 
diana, were several, including Mr. Sam 
Shirk, Wanstrath and Schwier of Greens- 
burg, and Mr. McCafferty of Miami, and G. 
G. Smith of Tipton. Tennessee was repre- 
sented by Dr. J. I. Huggins and J. D. Hug- 
gins of French Broad, Dandridge; and W. 
D. Hudson of Clarksville. Of course there 
were others from different states, and a 
large gathering of breeders from Kentucky.

Kentucky Breeders’ Private Sales. 


Along with a public auction, the publicity 
preceding it, and the sale itself, we general- 
ly find much interest being stimulated, and 
private treaty sales resulting.

Missouri early beardless barley when fed 
as a complete substitute for corn and also 
when used as a partial substitute has given 
good gains and market finish to yearling 
steers used in a feeding trial completed last 
week at the Missouri College of 4.griculture 
and conducted by the Animal Husbandry 
Department. 

The present acreage of barley grown in 
Missouri has made available a grain feed 
which heretofore has been untried in the 
state by many live stock feeders. 120,000 
acres of barley for grain is expected to be 
harvested this summer as compared with 
about 15,000 acres in 1933. The Animal Hus- 
bandry department has been investigating 
for livestock feeders its possibilities as a 
fattening feed. 

The cattle feeding trial completed May 
22nd began on January 17th when three lots 
of “Medium” to “Good” thin native year- 
l.ngs showing various degrees of Shorthorn 
lineage were placed in the feed lots at an 
average weight of about 620 pounds. They 
made average daily gains for 125 days of 
2.18, 2.15 and 2.57 pounds respectively for 
Lots 1, 2 and 3, which were fed the follow- 
ing grain rations: Lot 1, ten parts shelled 
corn, one part cottonseed cake; Lot 2, five 
rarts shelled corn, 5 parts ground barley, 
with one part cottonseed cake; and Lot 3, 
ground barley 10, one part cottonseed cake. 
Alfalfa and Lespedeza hay with silage com- 
posed the roughage. 

If the corn fed lot is used as a yardstick 
it required 4.6 percent more grain to pro- 
duce 100 pounds gain in the barley fed lot 
and 16.8 percent more grain in the corn-bar- 
ley lot. The pounds of grain required were 
respectively 475, 555 and 497, for Lots 1, 2 
and 3. The pounds of roughage required 
were respectively, for Lots 1, 2 and 3, 154 
pounds legume hay and 599 pounds corn 
silage; 155 pounds legume hay and 610 
pounds silage; and 134 pounds alfalfa hay 
and 512 pounds silage. 

Barley fed cattle weighed about 50 
pounds heavier at the end of the experiment 
and brought nine ten per hundred on the 
St. Louis market May 24th. Corn-barley 
fed cattle brought eight eighty-five and cora 
ied cattle eight sixty-five on the same day. 
Final weights for Lots 1, 2 and 3, were as 
follows: 891, 890 and 943 pounds. Dressing 
percentage for the lots respectively were 
57.86, 58.67 and 58.64. Corn-barley fed cat- 
tle had the highest average carcass grade 
according to the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics meat graders. 59.75 for Lot 1, 
63.0 for Lot 2 and 61.85 for Lot 3 were the 
carcass scores which placed them all in the 
top medium class. 

Corn figured at 50 cents per bushel, cot- 
tonseed cake at $1.50 per hundred, legume 
hay at $10.00 a ton and silage at $4.00 
per ton left a net profit of $1.31 per steer 
in Lot 1 exclusive of pork credit after all 
buying and selling charges were deducted. 
The total value of the hog gains at 7c per 
pound in Lot 1 brought the profit to $2.66 
per head. Total gains made by the pigs 
following the cattle in Lot 1 were greatest; 
154 pounds as compared to 43 pounds for 
Lot 2 and 35 pounds for Lot 3. Using the 
above feed prices as a standard and con- 
sidering the selling price of the steers and 
the pork credit due each lot the ground 
barley was worth $1.27 per hundred or 61

Pastures for Beef Cattle in the N. E. States 


By R. B. Hinman and D. B. Johnstone-Wallace. 


The greatest natural asset of the eastern 
states is the suitability of the climate for 
the production of pasture, hay and silage 
for the use of livestock. Profitable beef pro- 
duction is dependent very largely on the 
proper utilization of these feeds and upon 
a minimum use of purchased grain produced 
under the more favorable grain growing 
conditions found further west. 

Under western conditions pasture produc- 
tivity is limited mainly by the supply of 
soil moisture, whereas in the northeast, fer- 
tility plays a greater part. 

The most important step in pasture fer- 
tilization on nearly all soils is the provision 
of an adequate supply of phosphorus. This 
involves a heavy initial application of su- 
perphosphate or other suitable phosphatic 
fertilizer. An effective application is 500 
to 800 lbs. of 20 percent superphosphate 
per acre applied at intervals of three or four 
years. 

Lime is second in importance to phos- 
phorus. It is usually beneficial on soil test- 
ing below pH 6.0, and it is frequently es- 
sential for satisfactory improvement when 
the pH falls below 5.5. It is seldom that 
the application need exceed one ton of 
ground limestone per acre repeated at in- 
tervals of six to eight years. 

Potash, although needed less frequent- 
ly than phosphorus or lime is very import- 
ant on some soils. These are usually of a 
sandy or gravelly nature, although the 
heavier soils are also sometimes deficient 
in potash. About 100 lbs. of muriate of 
potash per acre at intervals of three or 
four years may be applied. 

Nitrogen is equally as important as phos- 
phorus in pasture production, but if proper 
management is adopted it can be supplied 
most economically and most effectively 
through pasture legumes. In the north-east- 
ern states wild white clover is the most 
important pasture legume. 

It is a true perennial which can be main- 
tained continuously in the pasture sward 
with the aid of suitable fertilizer treatment 
and periodical close grazing. It is this lat- 
ter factor, plus the economy in the use of 
legumes, which often renders the addition 
of barnyard manure not advisable. 


New York wildbirdsfoot trefoil is at pres- 
ent attracting considerable attention as a 


pasture legume because of its ability to 
grow well during periods of drought. Ordi- 
nary yellow trefoil, or black medic, al- 
though not a perennial, is also a valuable 
pasture legume in the northeast. Furtier 
south where the grazing season is longer 
and the winters are less severe, use can 
be made of several varieties of lespedeza, 
in addition to the other legumes mentioned. 

Many of these legumes occur naturally 
in old pastures and only require fertilizer 
treatment and good grazing management 
for their proper development. In some pas- 
tures they may be very scarce or completely 
absent, and their introduction by surface 
seeding in very early spring is then helpful. 

Only occasionally is it necessary to plow, 

fertilize and reseed in order to produce a 
good pasture. When this is done it is essen- 
tial to include in the mixture legumes which 
will remain permanently in the pasture 
sward. 
_ No phase of pasture improvement is so 
important as grazing management. Where- 
as, under western conditions, emphasis is 
rightly placed upon the avoidance of over- 
grazing, under eastern conditions the avoid- 
ance of undergrazing is of much importance. 
The pasture plants of the northeast differ 
considerably from those of the West and 
they require different methods of grazing 
management. In the northeastern states 
good beef cattle pastures should resem! le 
lawns rather than hay fields. Kentucky 
bluegrass and wild white clover, the t:vo 
most important pasture plants, produce t'ie 
greatest amount of feed when they <re 
kept in a constant leafy condition by pe- 
riodical close grazing. The herbage shoud 
be grazed as closely as is practicable aod 
then allowed a period of rest in which it 
may reach a height of 4 to 5 inches before 
it is grazed closely again. Herbage of t! s 
type possess the highest feeding value a: d 
the greatest degree of palatability. 

The art of grazing management can °° 
acquired most effectively by observir : 
closely the grazing habits of beef catti. 
The object of the methods of manageme: : 
adopted should be to provide the animals 
with the maximum amount of herbage oc: 
the type which they are seen to prefer.

On May 29, 1939, one of the largest 
crowds ever to be on tap for a county asso- 
ciation sale in Iowa was on hand to help 
with the division of the Marion county 
breeders good cattle at this their second 
annual sale. 

While most of the visitors were local 
breeders and Iowa cattlemen there were 
present a few buyers from out of the state. 
Probably the one that traveled the most dis- 
tance to attend was Sam Freeman, Far 
Hills, New Jersey, neighbor to Dunwalke 
Farms, which is managed by George Por- 
teous and which was represented by George 
during the Oklahoma and Kansas sale cir- 
cuit.

Poweshiek Aberdeen-Angus 
closed the three day circuit. They had a 
good attendance. The fact that they had 
experienced difficulty in procuring a suffi- 
cient number of cattle to make a sale re- 
flected in the prices attained. Business has 
been good with the breeders in Poweshiek 
county the past year and they have sold 
quite short, too short in fact, at private 
treaty to insure an offering of quality and 
fit, sufficient to bring out the best prices 
that buyers had to offer. As in the other 
two sales Col. Cooper played the part of 
Santa Claus on many an occasion, in fact 
too many. As a result those who sat upon 
the seats took advantage of the occasion to 
secure at way less than their value the top 
cattle that were on offer. Poweshiek has 
good cattle and plenty of them and the 
breeders should support this sale by retain- 
ing for this annual event one or two or even 
more of their best cattle each year. If they 
will do this it will reflect much to the credit 
of the herds from which the cattle come and 
prove a major factor in establishing the 
private treaty prices. Needless to say that 
the top cattle were sold far below what they 
could have been purchased for in their home 
pastures, and rightfully so, for they were 
worth more than the bidding would indicate. 

The shortage of entries for the sale caused 
some of the breeders to put in strictly tops 
and more in numbers than any one breeder 
should be called upon to enter in an associa- 
tion sale. The top bull came. from the 
Breniman herd and was a December, 1937, 
bull named Rebel Marshall Again. He sold 
to Sam Taylor, of Toledo, Iowa, at $190.00. 
He was sired by Excelsior Excel K. the for- 
mer Breniman herd bull and had for dam 
Elba 4th of Strathmore by Revolution 100th 
the International grand champion son of 
Blackcap Revolution. The second dam was 
Elba of Rose Hill 2d once a member of the 
Brown show herd. 


The two top cows also came from the 
Breniman herd. They were Elisena of Para- 
dise 471612, a daughter of Bandolier of 
Pinehurst 2d who was by Blackcap Bandol- 
ier 2d by old Bandolier. Her dam was 
Elisena 12th by Excelsior Marshall by Earl 
Marshall. She went to Clyde Core, of Otley, 
Iowa, at $180.00. The other was Queen of 
B. €th 482611, calved January 16, 1934. She 
too was a daughter of Bandolier of Pine- 
hurst 2d and had for dam Quizetta of Para- 
dise by Even Baden 2d by Baden Marshall, 
the sire that served so well in the building 
of the Chas. Shipton herd then at Green 
Mountain, Iowa. 

In addition to the cattle taken into con- 
sideration in this average was a group of 
young bulls and heifers that sold mostly in 
lots of three and four head each at prices 
ranging up to $97.50 per head.

Pastures for Beef Cattle in the N. E. States 


(Concluded from page 22) 


tures when properly grazed is seldom fully 
appreciated. It may range from about 3000 
lbs. to more than 6000 lbs. of dry iaaiter 
per acre in a grazing season. This dry mat- 
ter may contain from 20 to 30 percent of 
protein. Such pastures are able to main- 
tain easily one Peet cow and calf per acre 
during a grazing season of 5 to 6 months 
in the northeastern states, and for a longer 
period in the states further south. 

The most difficult periods during the 
grazing season in the northeast lie between 
mid-June and mid-August and during Oc- 
tober. During these periods supplementary 
feed may sometimes be needed in the form 
of hay or grass silage. Supplementary pas- 
tures consisting of Sudan grass, alfalia, or 
meadow aftermaths may also be used ef- 
fectively. 

The adoption of a system of alternate 
grazing is an aid to good grazing manage- 
ment. This involves the provision of four 
or more fields each supplied with water 
and of about the same size. These should 
be grazed alternately, each period of close 
grazing should be followed by a rest period 
of three or more weeks during which the 
herbage may reach the most desirable graz- 
ing height again. 

Under northeastern conditions early graz- 
ing is of special importance, and the devel- 
opment of wild white clover is encouraged 
by commencing grazing as soon as the 
herbage has reached a height of three or 
four inches, provided the ground is suf- 
ficiently dry to permit of pasturing without 
excessive injury to the turf. Delayed graz- 
ing at this time leads to the suppression 
of wild white clover and wastage of herbage 
because the grazing animals are unable to 
consume it before it heads out and reaches 
the unpalatable stage. 

The mowing machine is the greatest aid 
to good grazing management. Herbage 
which has headed out should be mowed as 
closely as possible early in the grazing sea- 
son. In some pastures two mowings in the 
season are needed. This mowing should be 
done while the grazing animals occupy the 
field as they will be found to consume much 
of the herbage after it has been mowed. 


The use of a flexible grassharrow to scat- 


ter cattle droppings makes these beneficial 
rather than harmful and decreases the need 
for mowing. Harrowing may be done at 
intervals during the grazing season or it 
may be restricted to the fall. 

On pastures where injury is done by win- 
ter heaving, rolling with a smooth roller 
in early spring is beneficial. 

Although early grazing of northeastern 
pastures is helpful, late fall grazing may 
be very injurious. It is necessary to guard 
against this, especially on beef cattle farms, 
because of the tendency to leave beef cows 
out late in the fall after the calves are 
weaned. Pasture herbage should be per- 
mitted to make a growth of three or four 
inches before it enters the winter. This per- 
mits the storage of root reserves which 
reduce winter injury and lead to earlier 
growth and increased productivity in the 
following spring. 

Although, in the northeastern states, pas- 
tures may remain green until November, 
very little growth usually takes place after 
the end of September. The date at which 
growth ceases is, of course, later in states 
further south. When cattle are leit out 
late on improved, closely grazed pastures, 
supplementary feed should be provided. It 
is often good practice, however, to utilize 
unimproved, undergrazed pastures for late 
fall grazing, when these are available for 
the purpose. 

It is comparatively easy to improve 
pastures sufficiently to meet the require- 
ments of the beef cattle breeding herd. The 
production of really good fattening pastures 
is more difficult. They may be developed 
gradually, however, by continued fertilizer 
treatment and good grazing management, 
during which improvements in soil struc- 
ture take place. Fattening pastures should 
be located on good land and it is important 
to realize that no land need be considered 
too good for pasture. 

New York farmer requiring further in- 
formation on pastures should send for Cor- 
neil University Extension Bulletin No. 393, 
“Pasture Improvement and Management,” 
by D. B. Johnstone-Wallace. Farmers in 
other states should write to their agricul- 
tural experiment station for bulletins.

He is a half brother 
to the International grand champion Black 
Prince of Sunbeam and carries an outstand- 
ing show record of his own. Mr. John Wil- 
liams, of Good Hope Farms, Old Chatham, 
New York, who had come west for the pur- 
pose of buying a few cattle of superior 
quality for his already fine herd took ad- 
vantage of the bargain price of $900.00 and 
ordered the bull shipped east.

recognized the trouble for what it was, so 
all was not lost. 

The above remarks can hardly be con- 
strued as a preachment because I have in- 
cluded myself among the offenders, if fit- 
ting our show cattle to the limit can be 
called an offense. 

There is still another angle to the ques- 
tion of the way our animals walk in the 
show ring, particularly our bulls, and per- 
haps it is the most serious of all. It is 
whether we are paying enough attention to 
breeding into our cattle a proper setting of 
legs. In other words, are we getting the 
legs squarely enough set under each corner 
and as straight as they should be? 

I think I hear this kind of criticism of-

I find also from talking with South Am- 


ericans, that they particularly cri cize 
our bulls for being narrower betweei. the 
hocks than the thickness of their thigi:s in- 
dicates. I am inclined to believe that here 
may be something in the conformati: of 
che hindquarters that predisposes toward 
bad walking when the animals are toc fat, 
other things considered. And that possibly 
by improving the conformation of the jind- 
quarters, as above indicated, that even our 
over-fat animals would fail to show any 
serious symptoms of bad walking. 

It occurs to me that it might be educa- 
tional to have a study made by some com- 
petent person or persons to determine the 
way in which the column of bone in the 
hind legs, from the hip joint down to the 
hock, lies in various cattle within the same 
breed and in different cattle. We might, by 
such a study, find something of importance 
just as fruitful as the studies on the set of 
the legs in the horse proved to be a hun- 
dred or more years ago. However, I must 
confess that I do not know enough about it 
at present to make any comments. Such a 
study might be a good project for one of 
the colleges where they have veterinary 
anatomists as well as live stock judges, 
present to investigate. 


Possibly a majority of breeders will feel 
that there is no urgent need of improvement 
in the hindquarters of our bulls, particular. 
ly in the setting of their legs. However | 
feel that there is always room for improve- 
ment. Futhermore, I am positive that more 
bad walking cattle are turning up in our 
show rings right along, and this being the 
case it seems to me that it is time that we 
take serious notice of this condition and 
try to do something to remedy it, because, 
after all, we are all interested in seeing our 
breed make the greatest progress possible 
in every direction.

export field. Most of them control large 
interests “down under.” (Armour & Com- 
pany of Delaware owns 6 packing plants in 
South America. Libby, McNeil and Libby, 
Swift subsidiary, owns all the stock of 6 
foreign companies. Compania Swift Inter- 
national, S. A. C., a Swift affiliate, has 
15,500 employes in its plants in South Am- 
erica, Australia and New Zealand.) 

There may be some embarrassing mo- 
ments when the figures come out on present 
American beef quality, especially the fact 
that most prime American beef, the top 
30% of the kill, never sees a retail market 
but goes directly to hotel and restaurant 
supply houses where prices are fancy. 

But they’ll go along. Packers, produc- 
ers and retailers have long held hands in 
the National Live Stock & Meat Board. 
From dusty Chicago offices, Director R. C. 
Pollock and Board officials are conducting 
a meat campaign to “Catch’m while they’re 
young” with emphasis placed on promotion 
among school children. The Board since 
1922 as skimped along on an appropriation 
of 25c per carload (penny a steer) compar- 
ed to the 5c to 8c spent each year in pro- 
moting each box of California oranges (20c 
a box for lemons), the million dollars used 
to ballyhoo a new brand of socks. Southwest 
cattlemen recently upped their appropria- 
tion to the Board to a dollar. Other cattle- 
men are bound to follow. Hence beef will 
get more publicity. 

But unlike foreigners, Americans eat 
scads of fruits and vegetables. So “eat 
more beef” can’t be expected to do miracles. 


—e 


Program: More drastic, more uniform 
steps are essential to the well-being of the 
American beef industry. A five point »ro- 
gram might say: ; 

1. Maintain the sanitary ruling ags.nst 
fresh beef imports. 

2. Study the feasibility of raising the 
tariff on canned beef. 

_ 3. Maintain the trend toward small pack- 
ing plants within the feeding districts. 

4. Encourage lower-cost beef by rai ing 
more of the cattle on grass land unsuited 
to the plow. 

_ 5. Go to town on a program of edvcat- 
ing the American housewife on the viriues 
of beef. 

It argues neither one way nor another to 
say that out on the farms beef cattle men 
are feeling good because of the lively inter- 
est in pure breds. The recent meeting of 
the Missouri Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation had its best attendance in ten 
years. 

At Des Moines, Iowa, muddy roads could 

not. keep the buyers away from the March 
state sale where an average price of $167 
was secured on 41 head. 
_ W. H. Tomhave, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, 
says there is more interest in Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle now than at any time in the last 
15 or 20 years. 

Prices at this year’s Shorthorn sales have 
averaged from 30 to 50% above those dur- 
ing the previous sale season. 


Hereford prices have run from $20 to $50 
per head higher than a year ago.

tain that home. Fight for the preservation 
of our beef cattle industry. Mighty good 
men have been nourished from childhood on 
American bred and finished beef in the 
past. Keep the home market for our corn 
and roughages. Let industry think—who is 
going to support these great factories after 
the first round? We have hopes for a 
future, but not the sort that will destroy a 
major factor in agriculture.
